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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The "T" and "W" of claims 1 and 12 cannot be oxygen or nitrogen because these 
groups are not monovalent as in the formulas. 

Claim 2's formula does not "fit" the formula of claim 1 because the endgroups are 
-OH and -NHR rather than oxygen or nitrogen. 

Claim 18's prepolymer is said to be a polyurethane, yet "hetero"telechelic is 
defined by applicant to require different endgroups (page 2 line 5). Such a prepolymer 
would result in a urethane/urea hybrid (if endgroups are -OH and -NH2). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 18 and 20-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rajagopalan 2004/0225100. 

Rajagopalan suggests golf ball covers made from a polyahl/isocyanate 
prepolymer (paragraph 42). The polyahls may have both -OH and -NHR terminals 
(paragraph 16). The polydispersity of the polyahl is under 2.1 (paragraph 41). The golf 
ball can include an intermediate layer (paragraph 89). 

Claims 18 and 20-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rajagopalan 2004/0225102. 

Rajagopalan suggests golf ball covers made from a polyahl/isocyanate 
prepolymer (paragraph 42). The polyahls may have both -OH and -NHR terminals 
(paragraph 16). The polydispersity of the polyahl is under 2.1 (paragraph 41). The golf 
ball can include an intermediate layer (paragraph 89). 

Schwindeman '939 suggests applicant's preferred oligomer can be reacted with 
diisocyanates (col 16 line 28-34). However, these materials are not suggested for golf 
ball covers. Schwindeman only suggests these prepolymers in coating (ie paint) 
applications. Wu 2002/0004429 suggests golf ball covers from polybutadiene glycol and 
diisocyanates (paragraph 22), but makes no mention of polydispersity and would not be 
"hetero" (ie different endgroups on the oligomer).
